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BACKGROUND 

INPUT  based  this  study  of  Financial  Management  Systems  (FMS) 
opportunities  on  a  review  of  federal  planning  documents  and  on 
interviews  with  federal  agency  officials  responsible  for  the 
planning  and  acquisition  of  FMS. 

The  documents  reviewed  included: 

1.  0MB  Circulars  A-123,  A-127,  and  A-130; 

2.  INPUT'S  '  Procurement  Analysis  Report  (PAR)  for  FY 
1985-1990; 

3.  0MB  Five-Year  Plan  for  FY  1987,  and  supporting  materi- 
als from  the  agency  FY  1987  A-11  submissions; 

4.  The  Joint  Financial  Management  Improvement  Program 
(JFMIP)  Annual  Report  for  1985; 

5.  Agency  financial  integrity  statements  for  FY  1985 
submitted  to  0MB  in  December  1985. 

Based  on  this  document  review,  INPUT  constructed  a  list  of 
agencies  and  programs  with  potential  FMS  opportunities.  INPUT'S 
interviews  confirmed  and  expanded  the  information  extracted  from 
the  documents  cited  above.  INPUT  conducted  three  types  of 
interviews: 

1.  Telephone  interviews  with  Program  Office  and  Contract- 
ing Office  contacts  from  opportunities  identified  in 
the  PAR; 

2.  Telephone  interviews  with  points  of  contact  listed  in 
the  JFMIP  Annual  Report; 

3.  An  on-site  visit  with  David  Gribble,  Director  of  0MB 's 
Financial  Integrity  Task  Force. 

The  FMS  opportunities  list  attached  to  this  report  was  developed 
from  the  first  and  second  types  of  interviews.  Notes  from  the 
interview  with  Mr.  Cribble  are  summarized  in  a  separate  section 
directly  below.

QMB  VISIT 

INPUT  conducted  one  on-site  interview  at  0MB  to  investigate 
overall  trends  and  policy  that  could  affect  FMS  opportunities.

Mr.  Gribble 's  office  controls  the  agency  A-127  submissions  and 
annual  agency  financial  integrity  statements  (A-123).  Salient 
points  from  the  interview  follow. 

o  Within  the  last  month,  0MB  released  a  government-wide, 
standard  general  ledger,  based  on  the  general  ledger  compo- 
nent of  the  Department  of  Transportation  financial  system 
(DAFIS).  0MB  wants  all  agencies  to  adopt  this  general 
ledger  system.  0MB  did  not  identify  a  schedule  for  requir- 
ing agency  compliance  with  the  new  standard.  At  a  minimum, 
agency  general  ledger  systems  should  be  capable  of  electron- 
ic transfer  of  accounting  data  to  the  standard  system  at 
0MB.  Currently,  0MB  manually  keys  this  data  into  its 
system. 

o  Mr.  Gribble  mentioned  that  0MB  was  discussing  the  general 
ledger  standard  with  several  vendors,  in  hopes  of  convincing 
the  vendors  to  provide  interfaces  with  their  FMS  products. 
Vendors  mentioned  included  Genasys,  AMS,  MSA,  Cullinet,  and 
the  Big  Eight  accounting  firms. 

o  When  questioned  about  the  use  of  packaged  software  for 
government  FMS,   Mr.    Gribble  cited  0MB   Circular  A-130   as  a

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basis  for  preferring  commercially  available  systems.  He  did 
qualify  his  answer,  however,  with  a  statement  that  federal 
FMS  acquisitions  should  be  functionally  driven,  not  con- 
strained to  a  particular  delivery  mechanism. 

o  Mr.  Gribble  frequently  used  the  term  "negotiate"  when 
describing  reporting  relationships  between  his  office  and 
federal  agencies.  Agencies  apparently  comply  strictly  with 
the  Federal  Managers'  Financial  Integrity  Act  of  1982,  but 
not  with  the  reporting  requirements  of  Circular  A-127.  Mr. 
Gribble  stated  that  0MB  is  stressing  improvement  in  agency 
A-127  reporting,  but  cannot  mandate  the  quality  or  quantity 
of  information  provided.  Some  agencies  do  not  have  formal 
planning  processes  for  FMS,  and  provide  very  limited  re- 
ports. 

o  Mr.  Gribble  seemed  to  be  favorably  impressed  with  Cullinet's 
product  offerings.  He  specifically  noted  the  new  fund 
accounting  software,  scheduled  for  release  this  year,  and 
its  potential  application  to  government  FMS. 


FMS  MARKET  ISSUES 

o  0MB  Circular  A-127  clearly  states  that  agencies  should  plan 
for  a  single,  integrated  FMS  in  each  agency.  Although  A-127 
provides  no  implementation  schedule,  the  recent  release  of 
the  government-wide  general  ledger  could  be  regarded  as  a 
first  step  toward  standardizing  FMS  not  only  within  agen- 
cies, but  across  the  government.  FMS  vendors  who  choose  not 
to  comply  with  the  standard  could  find  future  opportunities 
more  and  more  limited. 

o  Although  INPUT'S  PAR  and  the  FY  1987  A-ll's  include  a 
substantial  number  of  FMS  programs  (16  and  38,  respective- 
ly) ,  the  number  of  actual  FMS  opportunities  seems  to  be 
smaller. 

In  several  cases,  INPUT  found  that  multiple  program 
line  items  in  the  A-11  really  represented  parts  of 
single  department  wide  systems,  and  not  individual 
opportunities.  For  example,  the  HHS  A-11  contains  six 
separate  program  line  items  which  represent  components 
of  a  single  FMS  system,  FAIMS. 

INPUT  found  that  the  A-ll's  list  ongoing  programs  for 
which  contracts  have  been  awarded,  and  programs  which 
are  "on  hold"  and  may  not  receive  authorization.  These 
programs  represent  marginal  opportunities,  only  if 
agencies  identify  new  requirements  or  receive  funding. 

Despite  the  A-130  guidelines  favoring  use  of  commercial 
packages,  some  agencies  have  continued  in-house  devel- 
opment, especially  for  improvements  to  existing  FMS. 
Several  programs  listed  in  the  A-11  fund  in-house 
development    only,    while    a    number    of    other  programs 
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consider  in-house  development  as  a  viable  alternative. 
These  programs  represent  opportunities  if  an  FMS  vendor 
can  convince  the  agencies  to  convert  to  commercial 
packages. 

A  number  of  larger,  non-FMS  acquisitions,  such  as  the 
Air  Force  DMMIS,  incorporate  financial  management 
requirements.  These  acquisitions  are  not  strictly  FMS 
opportunities,  but  could  be  teaming  or  subcontracting 
opportunities  for  FMS  vendors. 

o  0MB  allowed  INPUT  to  review  the  agency  financial  integrity 
statements  for  FY  1985.  FY  1986  financial  integrity  state- 
ments will  not  be  filed  with  0MB  before  late  December  1986. 
Regardless  of  the  timeliness  of  the  statements,  INPUT  found 
them  to  be  of  limited  value  in  identifying  FMS  software 
opportunities,  since  the  statements  cover  overall  compliance 
with  federal  accounting  standards.  Most  deficiencies  cited 
in  the  financial  integrity  statements  relate  to  procedures 
and  not  to  actual  shortcomings  in  the  FMS  software  used  by 
the  agencies. 

o  The  Financial  Management  Division  of  0MB  refused  INPUT'S 
request  to  review  the  October  1985  agency  A-127  submissions 
for  FY  1987.  In  the  future,  a  review  of  the  A-127  submis- 
sions might  provide  a  more  detailed,  comprehensive  list  of 
FMS  opportunities.  Access  to  and  quality  of  the  A-127 
submissions,  however,  remains  questionable. 

0MB  stated  that  the  1985  submissions  largely  reiterated 
material  presented  in  the  A-ll's  and  in  the  JFMIP 
Annual  Report,  both  of  which  INPUT  used  as  primary 
sources  for  opportunity  identification. 

0MB  indicated  that  the  1985  submissions  were  poorly 
done  by  the  agencies.  In  particular,  DoD  did  not 
submit  an  FY  1987  plan,  and  instead  submitted  a  com- 
bined FY  1987-1988  plan  in  August  1986. 

-  0MB  also  indicated  that  only  approximately  15  agencies 
had  filed  their  A-127  submissions  for  FY  1988  as  of 
mid-October  1986. 

0MB  is  attempting  to  improve  agency  A-127  reporting, 
but  still  may  not  release  these  documents  for  review.

(Note  B)  An  award  is  expected  to  be  made  before  the  end  of  FY87.  The 
Program  Office  hopes  to  have  the  first  site  up  and  running  within  one 
year  after  award  and  full  implementation  is  projected  for  three  years 
after  award.  The  intent  is  to  integrate  the  Standard  General  Ledger, 
which  is  completed,  into  the  new  accounting  system.  According  to  the 
Program  Office,  they  are  firm  in  their  decision  to  go  with  the  system 
but  they  are  currently  discussing  three  alternative  approaches.  The 
alternatives  include:  off-the-shelf  software,  in-house  development, 
and  upgrading  an  existing  system  within  the  department.  While  the 
RFP  depends  upon  which  alternative  is  selected,  the  Program  Office 
currently  expects  the  RFP  to  be  for  professional  services  (to  custom- 
ize software  and  to  help  with  implementation)  and  for  some  hardware. 
The  Program  Office  prefers  to  award  to  one  prime  contractor  who  can 
then  sub-contract. 

The  system  will  be  installed  at  the  Department  of  Transportation's 
center  in  Oklahoma  City. 


Hardware  is  3081D  and  software  includes  ADABAS  and  Natural.
